Suffering From Heart Trouble 
Mrs. William Morgan Fatally 
Shocked by a Fire. 


FAMILY’S NARROW -ESCAPE 
Flames Drove Them From Home 
at 3 A. M. in Their 
Night Clothes. 














Following a fire about 3 a. m. Mon- 
day, which she witnessed from a win- 
dow of her bedroom, Mrs. William Mor- 


gan, 41 years old, 1341 January avenue, 


died of heart disease five hours later. 
Relatives say she became frightened at 
the blaze and they believe the shock 
killed her. 

The fire was’ at the home of Grover 
Rickner, 5621 Dale around the 


corner, and when the roof burst into 
flames Mrs. Morgan, an invalid, could 
see it from where she was lying. The 
houses are not far apart and she be- 
came alarmed for fear her own home 
should be destroyed. 

She sent her son, William, to investi- 
gate. When he returned to report that 
all was safe he found her unconscious. 
She died at 8 o'clock. 


The Rickner home was destroyed. A 
boarder, Matt Shaffner, first discovered 
the blaze and notified Mr. and Mrs. 
Rickner, who escaped from the house in 
their night clothes, taking their 10- 
months-old baby with them. They 
awoke Arthur Simmons, who lives 
across the street, and he turned in a 
fire alarm. 

A fire at 1 a. m. entrapped two famil- 
ies on the second and third floors of 
304 South Broadway. Edwain C. Reed, 
his wife and four children and Simon 
Rottenberg, his wife and two children 
were forced to remain in the smoke- 
filled house until firemen opened outer 
doors on the ground floor for ventila- 
tion. No one was injured. 

The fire started in I. Winter’s furnish- 
ing goods store on the first floor. Dam- 
age .to the stock. was. estimated 
$2000 and to the building $500. A still 
alarm was turned in by George Curtain 
of 725 Marion street, who was passing 
and saw flames in the store.

Mrs. Ruiz, Former St. Louisan, to 
Whom He Was Attentive, 
Ended Life in London.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt and Mrs. Smith Hollis Mc- 
Kim, formerly Miss Margaret Emerson 
of Baltimore, were married Sunday af- 
ternoon at the Registry Office in High 
street, at Riegate, a pretty Surrey town 
about half way between London and 
Brighton and the doors of which are 
passed by Vanderbilt's coach every 
journey it makes to or from that sea- 
side resort. 

Marriages in registry offices here on 
Sunday are unusual, but the Superin- 
tendent Registrar may exercise his dis- 
cretion as to the performing of e 
ceremony on that day. It is rare that 
any reason can be given which he con- 
siders sufficient for such an unusual 
‘proceedings, and his fees which are 
fixed by law, are low. They run only 
into pence. 

Since July Mrs. McKim has rented a 
fine house called “The Stream,’ at 
Betchworth, about three miles from the 
picturesque little town of Riegate, but 
for the last three or four days she has 
been staying at Claridge’s, a London 
hotel. She was accompanied by Miss 
BHthel McCormack, who has also been 
her companion throughout the summer 
at the Stream. Miss McCormack is the 
young daughter of the second wife of 
Mrs. McKim Vanderbilt's father. 

License Coats, $250. 

The marriage was by license from the 
Bishop, which necessitates only one 
fay’s notice. Without a bishop’s license 
ti days’ notice has to be given. No 
marriage licenses are issued here by 
the State, but they are required where 
banns are not announced on three con- 
secutive Sundays in a church, or three 
weeks’ notice put up in the registry 
office. The licenses are issued in the 
name of the Bishop, but not by him. 
They are part of the privileges of the 
Bishop’s chancellor, and if the chan- 
sellor believes in divorces and the Bish- 
op does not, so great are the powers of 
the legal functionary that he issues the 
licenses despite his Bishop. The fee is 
5250. 

The required one day's notice was 
given Saturday by Mrs. McKim. She 
frove down from London by automo- 
bile, accompanied by J. D. Langton, a 
London lawyer, acting for Vanderbilt, 
and Roy Gasser, another London law- 
yer, who represented Mrs. McKim’s 
New York attorneys. : 

The lawyers produced the divorce de- 
sree of the bride and evidence as to the 
iivorce of the bridegroom. Mrs. McKim 
firected the Registrar’s. attention to the 
fact that in her case she was the di- 
vorcer, and not the divorcee. In Van- 
jerbilt’s case the prohibition decree 
against his marrying again was noted 
by the Registrar. But Lawyer Langton 
Was provided with legal decisions show- 
me that the prohibition applied only to 
the State of New York, and the Regis- 
trar accepted the explanation. 

The wedding party arrived at the quiet 
fittle’ office a few minutes before 9 
clock. They had driven down frem 
London in separate automobiles. Mrs. 
McKim, Miss McCormack and Roy Gas- 
ser were in one, and Vanderbilt, Walter 
Webb Ware, his secretary, and Lawyer 
_Uangton‘in the other. 

Mrs. McKim wore a dark gray cos- 
tume with a broad-brimmed black hat, 
trimmed only with cord. The weather 
Was dull and wet. The men were in 
jong dark overcoats, but wore fall hats, 
lespite the rain. Mrs. McKim had a 
targe bunch of violets at her waist, and 
Vanderbilt wore a buttonhole bouquet 
of the same flowers. 

Ceremony Is Simple. 

The formalities oécuplied only a few 
moments. There was scarcely any cere- 
mony. The bride and bridegroom were 
wsked their names. Then Vanderbilt 
was asked whether he took Mrs. McKim 
ws his wedded wife. On his replying, 
. Yes,” a similar question was put to 
Mrs. McKim as to her taking Alfred 
Swynne Vanderbilt for her wedded hus- 
band. 

No ring was asked, but after the ques- 
tions had been asked Vanderbilt was 
. told he might use a ring if he wished, 
and the bridegroom produced the little 
golden circle which was placed on the 
oride’s finger. Throughout all were very 
tedate, not to say solemn. Supt. Hand- 
comb was assisted by his deputy, Frank 
Morrison. 

After they had obtained copies of the 
weddine entry and the witness had 
signed, the party left for ‘‘The Stream,”’ 
where a wedding luncheon-breakfast 
was served. 

Ifmmediately afterward they motored 
to Gloucester House, where Mrs. Van- 
derbiit’s maid had already arrived with 
her mistress’ trunks. An informal re- 
ception was held later in the afternoon, 
and in the evening the couple left on 
the boat express for the continent. 

The secret of the wedding had been so 
well kept that the servants in “The 
Stream” knew nothing about {ft until the 
bride announced it on her return after 
the ceremony and gave all the servants 
. es presents. 
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McKim did much to establish her s0- 
cially. 

Mrs. McKim, who is not yet 9, mar- 
ried her first husband after he had been 
the guest of her family on a trip around 
the world. The wedding, which took 
place in Baltimore in December, 1902, 
was attended by 1500 persons and was 
an event of great social prominence. 
They spent their time at Irvington-on- 
the-Hudson, at Newport and at the Ho- 
tel Plaza, where they entertained lav- 
ishly. Then came the break. Mrs. Mc- 
Kim moved to Reno, taking Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s picture with her, and. ob- 
tained a divorce, charging that her hus- 
band had beaten her on several occa- 
sions. 

But it was later that Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s name first came into these diffi 
culties legally, when Dr. McKim ob- 
tained an annual allowance of $7500 and 
agreed to drop all suits against Col. 
Emerson, Alfred Vanderbilt and Mrs. 
Frederick McCormack. It was said also 
that McKim received a lump sum to 
cover his counsel fees and other ex- 
penses. 

Vanderbilt was divorced on Sept. 4, 
1908, on statutory grounds. He and Miss 
Elsie French were married in Januory, 
1900. A year later their son was born. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt, who was a daughter of 
the late Francis: Ormond French, hag 
been her husband’s boyhood sweetheart. 
Early in 1908 rumors of trouble in the 
Vanderbilt household were heard, and 
late in the year, despite determine ef- 
forts on the part of both families, Mrs. 
Vanderbilt brought suit, winning her 
divorce and the custody of their young 
son, Willfam Henry. 

The names of the corespondents were 
not made public, but general gossip men- 
tioned the beautiful young Virginian. 
Florence Schenck, who had eloped with 
Charles H. Wilson, Vanderbilt’s stable 
manager, and Mrs. Ruiz. Vanderbilt, it 
is said, at that time settled $1,500,0% on 
his wife.

MRS. RUIZ’S TRAGIC 
DEATH RECALLED 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—While Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt drove to victory in Lon- 
don “Coaching Marathon’’ before en- 
tnusiastic crowds, in June, 1909, the 
news that Mrs. Mary Agnes O Brien 
Ruitz, formerly of St. Louis, despond- 
ent over the fact that the young multi- 
millionaire had ceased to care for her, 
had shot herself to death in her mag- 
nificent apartments in Grosvenor street, 
elmost a month before it became pub- 
lic by chance. 

On May 16 Mrs. Ruiz had killed her- 
self. On June 10 it became known. An 
attempt had been made to establish the 
fact that she met a natural end. There 
were statements of money being used. 
Hier groom had just brought her horse 
to the door when Mrs. Ruiz’s compan- 
ion, Miss Elizabeth Catherine Haney. 
beard a shot. Rushing into Mrs. Ruiz’s 
room, Miss Haney found her friend, 
who was the wife of Antonio Ruiz, 
Cuban, wounded, a revolver nearby. She 
was secretly hurried to a nursing home 
in Fitzroy Square and died there at 
midnight.

Mrs. Ruiz, who had gone to London 
in April, had rented the Grosvenor street 
house from Maj.

She lived quietly, seeing no one but Al- 
fred Vandervilt, whose visits ceased in 
May. Failing to starve herself to death 
in her despondency, she chose a quicker 
way. 

Mrs, Ruiz was the daughter of a St. 
Louls man. In New York as a girl she 
went on the.stage under the name of 
Ruth Hilton, later marrying Ruiz, a rich 
young Cuban in the diplomatic service. 
Though they were said to have lived to- 
gether for three years, their honeymoon 
bad hardly begun before the trouble 
came. 

Seeing her in distress while riding in 
Central Park, Alfred Vanderbilt rushed 
to her assistance. The acquaintance 
so auspiciously begun continued its re- 
mantic course. Frequently the million- 
aire called at her apartment, but the 
fact that their relations were excep- 
tionally friendly did not become public 
until an automobile firm which had 
sold her an $11,000 car, threatened to 
send the bill to Vanderbilt unless -she 
settled. They said the car had been 
bought for her by Henry Drencherly, 
stable manager for Vanderbilt, and the 
man who -eloped subsequently with 
Mrs. Alfred S. Dietrich. 

Shortly after this Ruiz one night 
found Vanderbilt in Mrs. Ruiz’s apart- 
ment. With the help of Mrs. Ruiz and 
a man named Pickwell, then superin- 
tendent of the apartment, he was lower- 
ed in the dumbwaiter shaft, and by 
climbing over a rear fence escaped. 


Servants Tell of Escapades. 
The next day he sailed for Europe, 


As he passed down the bay, his wife's 
divorce decree was signed. The evi- 
dence that won the case@ was supplied 
by the valet, who used to bring his 
master’s* clean linen back and forth 
from Mrs. Ruiz’s apartment.

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Ruiz one, night, after a violent 
quarrel, had fled into the snow-covered 
streets, clad only in a wrapper. Pur- 
sued by Alfred Vanderbilt, who was 
fully dressed, she was caught and 
brought back.

WILL HOLD NEW INQUEST 


Victim Was Mortally Shot While 
Standing at the Tele- 
phone.

The body of Martin Hunning, the Jef- 
ferson County farmer who was kilied 
by a shot from the dark as he stood 
at the telephone in his cabin home Dec. 
¥, will be exhumed at the orders of 
Prosecuting Attorney Albert Miller, 
probably Tuesday morning. 

The prosecutor declared Monday that 
he had gained important new evidence 
which would require the reopening of 
the Coroner's inquest to develop. 

It is desired to have an entirely new 
Coroner’s jury from the one which. first 
sat upon the case and found that Hun- 
ning had come to his death at the 
hands of persons unknown. To do this, 
the Prosecutor told a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch, it would be necessary to 
exhume the body, as the law requires 
that a jury shall ‘‘view’’ the dead per- 
s0n. 

When pressed for a reason for this 
drastic action, Miller admitted that he 
had a definite purpose in view. He de- 
clined to explain this purpose, saying 
it would hinder the investigation. But 
he considered it of sufficient importance, 
he added, to justify a much more rigid 
examination of all persons whose testi- 
mony might or might not shed light on 
the crime. 

‘When this new inquest is held,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we shall question everybody in 
the neighborhood of the Hunning farm. 
It will be our purpose to run down a 
lot of gossip and to find out exactly 
what every person thereabouts knows 
that will in any way have a bearing 
upon this murder.” 

“Have you reached any conclusion as 
to the identity of the slayer?’’ he-was 
asked. 

“Well, Ican say I have. But of course 
my conclusions are subject to change 
upon any new evidence I may learn.’’ 

“You do not care to disclose the di- 
rection in which-your suspicions point?” 

“The time is not ripe for that.” 

Miller and Sheriff Bechler have been 
working unceasingly upon the case since 
the day after the murder. It was gen- 
erally thought their investigations had 
brought them to nothing definite, espe- 
cially after their arrest and release of 
Joseph Seidel.

N accordance with its 
original offer, the Post- 
Dispatch will pay $10,- 

000 to the fund which shall 
bring the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention to St. 
Louis. 











Bring the Democratic National 


Convention to St. Louis. 

As a guarantee that hotel rates wil 
not be increased if the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention is held in St. Louis, 
the Business Men's League will obtain 
from the hotels a list of their rooms and 
the rates to be charged for one, two, 
three or four persons in a room. The 
hotel question seems to be one of the 
most difficult problems St. Louis is 
having to meet in its fight for the con- 
vention. 

Several national committeemen have 
complained in letters and telegrams to 
the League and the Post-Dispatch that 
delegates to the convention of 1904 were 
overcharged. Where four delegates 
were put in one $2 room the rate was 
made $2 for each person, the room net- 
ting the hotel a revenue of $8, instead 
of the usual $2. This was equivalent, 
in the opinion of several committee- 
men, to quadrupling the rates for the 
convention. 

The League expects to obtain from the 
hotels a definite statement as to rates 
to be filed with the Democratic National 
Committee when it meets at Wash- 
ington Jam. 8 to select the convention 
city. 

Telegrams Continze Favorable. 

Telegrams and letters received by the 
League and the Post-Dispatch show 
that the Democratic Nationa] Com- 
mitteemen are not pledged to any other 
city. National Committeeman Frank 
K. Nebbeker of Utah, telegraphed the 
League Monday that he preferred St. 
Louis to Chicago as & convention city. 
Norman E. Mack of Buffalo, N. Y., 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, telegraphed the League that 
he would not determine how he would 
cast his vote until he arrived in Wash- 
ington. He said it would not be proper 
for him as chairman of the commit- 
tee to advocate one city over another. 

Will Keep Up Campaign. 

The campaign will be kept up by let- 
ter and telegraph until the Business 
men’s League committee goes to Wash- 
ington early in January to personally 
solicit the votes of the committeemen. 
Every congressman, senator, governor 
or influential politician favorable to Sf. 
Louis will be enlisted in the campaign 
to get votes for St. Louis. 

E. C. Simmons, president of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., is trying to get 
the vote of.former Gov. Alva Adams of 
Colorado, now Democratic national com- 
mitteeman. Adams is pledged to Den- 
ver as long as it is in the fleld, but 
says St. Louis is his second choice. 
Wherever a committeeman is found 
pledged to Baltimore or Denver, or any 
other city which may have little chance 
to get the convention, the St. Louis 
workers will try to get a second choice 
pledge. a5 

Secretary Saunders of the Business 
Men’s League was delayed in his return 
from the East, but will be at his desk 
Tuesday to push the convention cam- 
paign.

IRINSEY CANNOT 


DEGIDE CASE OF 
MEDICAL SCHOOL 


Judge Declares He Has No Juris- 
diction in College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons Suit. 


Judge Kinsey decided Monday that he 
had no jurisdiction in the mandamus 
suit of Dr. Waldo Briggs against. the 
Missouri Board of Health to compel it 
to reinstate on the accredited medical 
school list the Ccllege of Physicians and 
Surgeons, of which Dr. Briggs 1s presi- 
dent. 

The State Board, Sept. 5, 10 days be- 
fore the date set for the opening of the 
school, served notice on Dr. Briggs that 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
had been placed on the discredited 
school list. Dr. Briggs, in an interview 
wita a Post-Dispatch reporter said 
the effect of the board's. action 
was to reduce the attendance at his 
school to 30 students, while in former 
years. it had been 250 to 300. 

Dr. Briggs filed a mandamus suit 
against the board as a preliminary in 
his fight for the existence of his school, 
which was established in 1869. The At- 
torney-General of Missouri and the Cir- 
cuit Attorney of St. Louis, acting as the 
legal officers of the Board of Health, 
filed a demurrer to the mandamus suit 
declaring that the board had no aucaor- 
ity: at law to place any school on a 
discredited list, and therefore was with- 
out authority to place the school again 
on the list of accredited medical col- 
lezes.

This amount is com- 
posed of a cash dividend of 7 per cent, 
and a stock dividend of $500,000, amount- 
ing to 142-7 per cent. 

It was ordered, by a unanimous vote, 
that the 7 per cent cash dividend be 
paid on a capitalization of $4,000,000, 
which includes the $500,000 increase. The 
cash dividend will be paid Jan. 1, and 
the stock dividend is payable immedi- 
ately. 

Quarterly dividends of 3% per cent, 
amounting to 14 per cent annually, was 
ordered to be paid in 1912 on the $,- 
000,000 capitalization. The adoption of 
the new plan of dividend payments -is 
to give stability to the- stock of the 
company, which now is listed on the 
Stock Exchange, according to R. E. 
McLoughlin, a director. He said this 
would guarantee at least 14 per cent an- 
nually on the stock, and that a larger 
dividend might be declared if business 
justified it. 

The date of the closing of the fiscal 
year in the company’s business 
changed to Dec. 31 of each year, 
stead of Dec. 10 as formerly. 

Brown Outlines’ Policies. 

Alanson D. Brown, president of the 
company, made an address outlining the 
future policies of.the management. He 
complimented his son, Alanson C. 
Brown, on his successful management 
of a new factory owned by the com- 
pany.

All of the efficers and board of dire- 
tors were re-elected for 1912..

WHY INDIGNITIES? 

The question of the application of the law 
prohibiting the practice of medicine without a 
license to Christian Scientists must be seitled 
by the courts.

Having brought the Civil War to a close, Gen. 
.Grant declared that he would never fire another 
shot in anger. We were rather a nation of 
swashbucklers up to the Civil War. Dickens 
described our trouble-seeking truculence correct- 
ly. The internal conflict, which furnished one of 
the severest lessons in history on what war is, 
turned us into a nation of peace-lovers. Col. 
Watterson, who personally shared in that lesson 
and implicitly accepts the Sherman definition, 
attacks war with exceptional eloquence and in- 
vective, but hig attitude is by no means ex- 
ceptional among Americans. On the contrary, 
it is a typical attitude among Americans of all 
ages. Those old enough to have participated in 
our great convulsion or to have felt its shadow 
as a tragedy hate war. 

The familiar analogy between war and the 
duel was used by Mr. Watterson with the greater 
effect because he has been preserved to us from 
a time when the duelling code still held despotic 
sway. He is right in declaring that the arbi- 
tration treaties are to be regarded as practical, 
effective instruments in furthering the cause of 
peace. He is also right in declaring that if they 
were to be regarded as only an idealistic, senti- 
mental expression, they still ought to be sup- 
ported. A nation not only should have the 
courage of its convictions, but it should have 
the courage of its dreams. 

The signing of the treaties will be a long 
step in the direction of international peace. It 
will mark the substitution by nations in their 
relations of justice and honor, for greed, passion 
and violence. Americans should insist that this 
country shall be the first to accept the rule of 
justice and reason.

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‘*‘MIDDLEMEN’’ AND MONOPOLY. 

The National. Woolgrowers’ Association is or- 
ganized to support a high tariff tax on cheap for- 
eign wool to prevent competition with higher 
priced wool in this country. Hence it wants high 
prices for wool and tariff taxes to make prices 
high. 

While this is undeniable, Magnus Brown, as 
president of the association, explains that it is 
“middleman” who makes prices high for 
those who buy woolen clothing. This is the 
same “middleman” who was invented by Horace 
Greeley to serve this very purpose of taking the 
blame for high prices and relieving those who 
openly demand a prohibitive tariff to prevent 
anyone from buying at prices that are not high. 

This is not novel. The Horace Greeley “mid- 
dleman” is a man of mildewed and decaying 
straw. But there is a novelty in this connection 
which those who attack the livelihood of mid- 
dlemen must ,face. At least half the people who 
wear clothing are themselves “middlemen.” 
Every clerk, railroad man,.lawyer, banker, school 
teacher, merchant, author, newspaper man, 
preacher, scientist, inventor, mechanic and com- 
mon laborer is a “middleman,” and there are 
thousands of others unclassified. Under any 
natural system, as their number increases pro- 
cuction increases. Their competitive activities 
cheapen the cost of living for themselves and 
all others. Middlemen are not only the movers 
of business, but they are the chief consumers 
also. 

As this issue is defined by monopoly, either 
monopoly must abolish middlemen or middlemen 
must abolish monopoly. The issue is Jogical. 
It ought to be accepted and decided under its 
own logic. 
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A strike of English Postoffice employes would 
show whether England can handle such embar- 
rassing affairs any better than France.

Enlarge Scope of Jurtes., 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Regarding the controversy over Judge Withrow 
and his striking jury, the Judge deserves our con- 
cratulations because he did not punish them for 
contempt of court. While a judge has the power 
to order a verdict, the jury is also entitled to 
creMit for its courage to return a verdict con- 
trary to the wishes of the Judge. I say this be- 
cause it may oP the way for the enactment of 
e law taking that power away from the judges, so 
that in every case in which a jury is sworn to try 
the issues, and the evidence is submitted, it must 
be left to the jury to decide. If decided wrong, 
the Court, on motion for a new trial, can set the 
verdict aside. In addition to this, an appeal can 
be taken to a higher court, but, where the judge 
directs a verdict and the jury consents, as a rule, 
it would do the injured party no good to appeal 
the case, because of the discretionary power of 
the judges and their inclination to sustain each 
other. 

I believe the jury should be the judges, not only 
of the facts, but also of the law. This is the rule 
in libel suits now.

Therefore, as a 
matter of education it would do a world-of good 
if jurors were the judges of the law as well as 
the facts. There should be no private monopoly 
of.the knowledge of law.

The reformation of our faulty financial 
system is the gravest of our problems 
and the necessary prelude to any per- 
manent and effective governmental 
regulation of combination of capital. 
But the same remedial principle must 
be applied to all the questions if a 
cure is to be: attained. 

If there be one thing upon which the 
European financiers are absolutely 
agreed, it is that the central bank 
should be strictly a bank of commerce. 
But it will not be such a bank by mere- 
ly calling it that, nor because we may 
wish it to be such a bank. The only 
way to establish a bank of commerce 
is to place only the commercial inter- 
ests in control and make it to their self- 
ish interest to run that institution in 
the service of commerce. 

The most serious defect of the Aldrich 
scheme lies in the qualification of the 
voting unit of control—the banking cor- 
poration. In every European country 
the bankers are excluded from the con- 
trol of the head of the credit system. 
This is true even in Belgium. England 
and France, where speculators do not 
control the banks of deposit. It is true 
in Germany, where, as in America, the 
speculators control the banks of de- 


posit,
